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SUMMARY 

Exports  of  U.So  poultry  and  poultry  products  in  1968  were  valued  at 
$77  million— about  -Uie  sane  as  in  1967.    Exports  of  fresh  and  frozen 
poultry  totaled  IkS  million  pounds,  unchanged  from  the  previous  year. 
Increased  exports  of  chicken  and  turkey  parts  and  other  poultry  prod- 
ucts offset  smaller  exports  of  whole  broilers  and  turkeys o  Exports 
of  turkey  parts  totaled  28,8  million  po\mds  in  1968,  xip  5  percent  from 
1967,  while  exports  of  chicken  parts,  at  65  million  pounds,  increased 
22  percent  over  1967. 


West  Germany  continued  to  be  the  largest  market  for  U.S.  poultry  in 
1968.    Exports  of  turkey  parts  to  West  Germany  totaled  about  22  mil- 
lion pounds,  an  increase  of  ^proximately     percent  over  1967o  How- 
ever, exports  of  chicken  to  that  market— practically  all  in  the  form 
of  par'ts— totaled  only  S  million  pounds,  a  sharp  decline  from  the 
previous  year. 

The  continijiing  decline  in  exports  of  poultry  meat  to  the  West  German 
market  is  caused  by  the  rapid  development  of  the  EC  domestic  poultry 
industry  pro^tected  by  liigh  tariff  barriers.    The  Netherlands  now 
si5)plies  most  of  Germany's  iii5)ort  requirements  for  chicken  meat. 

Danish  poultry  producers— also  faced  with  high  EC  in?)ort  levies— were 
forced  to  shift  their  export  efforts  to  other  third-country  maiicets. 
In  some  instances,  these  were  markets  where  the  Iftiited  States  had  been 
the  major  supplier.    The  Danish  Home  Marketing  Scheme  enables  Denmaiic 
to  offer  poultry  for  export  at  prices  which  are  considerably  below 
domestic  selling  prices, in  effect  subsidizing  exports. 
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As  a  step  in  its  effort  to  regain  a  fair  share  of  the  world  poultiy  market, 
the  United  States  in  April  1968  z*esuined  subsidization  of  idiole  chickens  to 
Switzerland,    The  U.S.  share  of  this  market  had  dropped  from  67  percent— 
the  1961-62  average— to  3  percent  in  1967,  owing  to  subsidized  competition. 
During  the  8-inonth  period  May-Decaaber  1968,  subsidy  bids  were  accepted  on 
8,2  million  pounds  of  U.S.  (i-ade  A  broilers  for  export  to  Switzerland. 
Because  of  this  program,  the  U.S.  share  of  the  Swiss  poultiy  market  in  1968 
amoimted  to  13  percent-- a  gain  of  10  percent  over  1967,  principally  due  to 
the  subsidy  program. 

E:^ort  sales  of  table  eggs  and  egg  products  were  valued  at  $3.U  million  in 
1968— a  decline  of  more  than  $500,000  from  the  previous  year.    Exports  of 
production  stock,  i.e.,  baby  chicks,  turkey  poults,  and  hatdiing  eggs,  were 
valued  at  $26.8  million— an  increase  of  lli  percait  from  a  year  earlier. 

Exports  of  other  live  poultiy  (mostly  turk^)  were  valued  at  $2.8  million— 
a  decline  of  about  $^00,000  from  1967.    Most  shipments  of  other  live  poultry 
in  1968  went  to  Canada,  with  smaller  quantities  going  to  Mexico  as  oon^red 
with  a  year  earlier. 

Poultiy  Meat 

In  1968  U.S.  poultry  meat  exports  (excluding  poultry  livers  and  poultry 
specialties)  totaled  1^0.1  million  pounds  valued  at  ^iiLmk  million.  This 
compares  with  I967  exports  of  153.5  million  pounds  valued  at  $U3.5  nil- 
lion.    West  Germany  was  still  our  best  poultry  market,  importing  about 
35.3  million  pounds  or  nearly  25  percent  of  total  U.S.  eoqjorts.  However, 
export's  of  poultry  meat  to  West  Germany  declined  about  33  percent  from 
1967  because  of  increased  availabilities  from  neighboring  member  countries 
and  continuation  of  the  unrealistically  high  levies  iixposed  by       EG  on 
iii^©:H>s  from  t/hird  countries. 

Hong  Kong  remained  the  United  States  second  largest  market  for  poultry  meat 
in  1968  accounting  for  17. U  million  pounds,  a  decline  of  l.U  million  pounds 
from  the  previous  year.  Japan  continued  to  rank  as  our  third  major  market, 
accounting  fcr  l5.U  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  nearly  6  millicai  pounds. 
However,  because  of  subsidized  e^q^orts  to  J^an  from  the  EC  and  Denmark  and 
sharp  coupetition  from  larger  shipraants  of  low-priced  poultry  from  East 
European  countries,  the  U.S.  share  of  the  Japanese  market  for  poultry 
declined  from  57  percent  in  1967  to  liO  percent  in  I968. 

Another  growing  market  near  the  United  States  is  the  Caribbean  area.  This 
area  consists  of  numerous  small  markets  which  iiaported  28  million  pounds 
of  U.S.  poultry  meat  in  I968,  an  increase  of  nearly  6  million  pounds  from 
1967.    Interest  and  continued  growth  in  the  Caribbean  tourist  trade  is 
largely  responsible  for  the  expanded  e:qx3rts. 
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Shipnifints  of  chicken  parts  totaled  6ii.8  million  pounds  in  1968  or  U3 
percent  of  total  poultr7  meat  expacts.    This  was  an  increase  of  nearly 
12  million  pounds  or  22  percent  from  the  previous  year.     The  ma^jor 
markets  for  chicken  parts  in  order  of  iinportance  were  Hong  Kong,  Japan, 
and  the  Caribbean  area.    Exports  of  >*iole  turioey  and  turkey  parts 
totaled  Ip.  million  pounds,  a  decline  of  8  million  from  1967,  Although 
there  was  a  decline  in  as?)  orbs  of  whole  tuiteys  due  in  part  to  coinpeti- 
tion  from  Dutch  exports  to  Ifest  Germany,  shipments  of  turkey  parts 
totaled  28,8  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  5  percent  over  196?,  The 
main  maricet  for  turkey  parts  was  Germany,  which  took  7$  percent  of  total 
exports.    The  United  States  remains  by  far  the  largest  producer  of  tur- 
keys althoiigh  some  European  countries,  protected  by  high  levies,  are 
beginning  to  develop  domestic  turkey  industries  devoted  primarily  to 
smaller- type  birds.    The  countries  of  Western  Europe  are  the  principal 
maiicebs  for  turkey  and  turkey  parts  taking  32,7  million  pounds  in  1968 
or  19 •3  percent  of  total  U,S,  exports, 

Ifest  Germany,  the  largest  single  market  for  turkey  meat,  took  2$  mil- 
lion pounds  in  1968.    The  Netherlands  and  Italy— each  taking  about 
2  million  pounds— were  the  next  largest  markets  for  U,S,  turkey  meat. 
Exports  of  turkey  meat  to  Canada  totaled  about  1,3  minion  pounds. 

Exports  of  other  fresh  and  frozen  ready-to-cook  poultry  (including 
ducks,  geese.  Rock  Cornish  game  birds,  other  gajne  birds,  etc,)  were 
up  l6  percent  in  1968,    Canada,  Hong  Kong,  and  Japan,  respectively, 
were  the  larger  markets  for  these  products. 

Canned  poultry  esports  in  1968  of  11,6  million  pounds  were  down  2$ 
percent  from  a  year  earlier.   West  Germany  accounted  for  nearly  5 
million  pounds,  k3  percent 'of  the  total.    Other  inportant  marioets 
continued  to  be  Canada  and  the  United  Kingdom, 

Poultry  Liver  and  Poultry  Specialties 

Exports  of  poultry  liver  totaled  U»9  million  pounds  in  1968,  about 
the  same  quantity  exported  in  1967,    Major  markets  in  order  of 
iit?)ortance  were  West  Germany,  France,  and  the  Netherlands, 

Exports  of  poultry  specialties,  including  poultry  meat  preparations 
such  as  chicken  a  la  king,  pot  pies,  etc,,  totaled  1,96  millicn  pounds, 
valued  at  $0,9  million— a  decrease  from  the  previous  year. 


Eggs  and  Bgg  Products 

Exports  of  shell  eggs  for  consiu3?>tion  totaled  6.3  million  dozen  in 
1968,  a  decline  of  nearly  30  percent  from  the  1967  level.  Firmer 
prices  for  U.S.  eggs  were  largely  responsible  for  the  decline  in  export. 
Ejqjorts  of  dried  eggs  totaled  0.9  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  67 
percent  from  the  previous  year.    Frozen  and  preserved  sggs  were  rela- 
tively small  export  items— 0.4  million  pounds  valued  at  $0.1  million. 

Production  Stock 

In  1968  exports  of  baby  chicks  amounted  to  29.9  million  head  valued 
at  $16.1  million,  an  increase  of  nearly  $2.U  million  compared  with 
the  previous  year.    Canada,  Japan,  ^Eexico,  and  tls  Bahamas  were  the 
major  markets,  accounting  for  61  percent  of  total  baby  chick  expapt3» 

Exports  of  hatching  eggs  were  vcp  5  percent  totaling  12.3  million  dozen, 
valued  at  $10.3  million.    Canada  and  Jamaica  were  the  major  markets, 
accounting  for  71  percent  of  total  e:$)orts. 

Exports  of  tuiicey  poults  totaled  1^93,000  head  in  I968  with  a  value  of 
$396,000.    Canada  and  Mexico  accounted  for  89  percent  of  total  exports. 


OUILOCK 

Jn  an  effort  to  regain  its  fair  share  of  the  world  poultry  martet,  the 
United  States  is  contLnuing  id.th  the  EC  bilateral  consultations  regard- 
ing market  access,  subsidization,  and  related  problems.    In  addition, 
multilateral  n^etisgs  are  also  being  ccaitiniied  with  poultry-producing 
and  trading  countries  \mder  the  auspices  of  G&.TT. 

Assuming  that  EC  levies  will  be  maintained  during  1969  at  about  present 
levels  and  considering  -the  effect  of  the  shifting  strike  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  jrear,  U.S.  exports  of  poultry  meat  in  19^  are  expected  to 
be  at  about  the  1968  level,    increased  shipments  of  chicken  parts  and 
turkey  parts  and  the  development  of  new  products  will  probably  offset 
the  expected  decline  in  exports  of  whole  chickens  and  liiole  turkeys.

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WORLD  TRADE  IN  POULTRY 


AND  EGGS  UP  IN  I968 


Poultry  Meat 


In^rts  of  poultry  meat  into  the  eight  major  world  markets  in  I968  in- 
creased by  10  percent — the  sharpest  increase  since  1965*    Shipments  into 
these  principal  markets  totaled  676  mill  ion  pounds,  cos^red  with  6l5 
million  pounds  imported  in  1967*    West  Germany  accounted  for  70  percent 
of  world  trade,  importing  hlh  million  pounds  in  1968  or  39  million  pounds 
more  than  in  the  previous -year .    The  Netherlands  continued  to  be  the  main 
supplier  of  poultry  to  the  West  German  market,  shipping  67  percent  of  that 
country's  total  imports  of  slaughtered  poultry.    Dutch  shipments  to  West 
Germany  during  I968  totaled  316  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  53  million 
pounds  from  those  of  the  previous  year.    France  and  Italy — ^EG  members — 
increased  shipments  of  poultry  meat  to  the  German  market,  idiile  exports 
from  Belgium,  also  an  EC  member  country  supplier,  declined  from  those  of 
the  previous  year. 

German  inqjorts  of  U.S.  poultry  amounted  to  28  million  pounds — a  decline 
of  ho  percent  compared  with  1967 .    German  imports  of  U.S.  poultry  parts 
in  1968  totaled  2$  million  pounds  as  compared  with  36  million  a  year 
earlier.    German  import  statistics  do  not  separate  turkey  parts  from 
chicken  parts.    U.S.  exports  of  turkey  parts  to  Germany  in  I968  were 
actually  higher  than  in  I967.    Imports  of  U.S.  turkeys  amounted  to  3 
million  pounds  compared  with  9  million  pounds  imported  in  1967 •  German 
imports  of  only  5  million  pounds  from  Denmark  were  down  by  1.6  million 
pounds  from  the  previous  year.    Shipments  of  poultry  meat  from  East 
European  countries  to  the  German  market  increased  by  10  million  pounds 
in  1968  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  continued  reduction  of  West  Germany's  imports  from  ttiird-country 
suppliers  can  be  attributed  partially  to  increased  domestic  production, 
but  mainly  to  the  continued  application  of  high  levies  on  poultry  imports 
from  non-EC-member  countries. 
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In  1968  Hong  Kong's  imports  of  poultry  meat  increased  by  k6  percent  to 

li3  million  pounds  with  the  United  States  supplying  hh  percent  of  the  total. 

The  United  Kingdom's  imports  of  poultry  meat  declined  by  32  percent  to 
16.6  million  pounds  J  v±ih  Denmark  supplying  most  of  the  t'equireroents  under 
a  quota  arrangement.    The  decline  in  import  requirements  can  be  attributed 
to  an  increase  in  domestic  production  of  poultry  meat,  especially  turkeys. 

Japan's  imports  nearly  doubled  to  36  million  pounds,  compared  with  18. 5 
million  pounds  in  196? .    The  sharp  increase  can  be  attributed  partially  to 
higher  prices  of  red  meats,  especially  pork,  during  the  past  year.  The 
United  States  supplied  hO  percent  of  Japan's  total  poultry  meat  requirement, 
and  the  Danes  23  percent.    Owing  to  subsidized  competition  from  other 
supplying  countries,  the  U.S.  share  of  the  Japanese  market  declined  from 
$7  percent  in  196?  to  hO  percent  in  I968. 

Although  the  United  States  only  has  limited  access  to  the  most  ijsportant 
iB5)ort  market — West  Germar^ — and  is  faced  with  subsidized  con5)etition  in 
other  markets,  imports  into  the  seven  leading  coiuitries,  other  than  West 
Germany,  were  up  in  1968 — hh^h  million  pounds  compared  with  37.8  mill  ion 
pounds  in  196? . 

World  production  of  poultry  meat  in  I6  leading  producing  countries  in 
1968,  at  16  billion  pounds,  was  about  the  same  as  in  196?.    All  of  the 
major  producing  countries,  except  Belgium,  Denmark,  Spain,  Canada,  and  the 
United  States,  increased  output  of  poultry  meat.    Collectively,  the  EC 
countries  increased  poultry  meat  output  by  99  million  pounds  or  3  percent 
over  the  1967  level. 

Production  in  the  United  States  declined  by  3  percent  to  9.1  billion 
pounds,  mainly  because  of  a  reduction  in  turkey  meat  production. 


Eggs 

World  trade  in  shell  eggs  increased  in  1968,  reversing  the  trend  of  the 
previous  year.    Imports  into  the  eight  leading  markets,  at  322  million 
dozen,  increased  by  9  percent  compared  with  those  of  a  year  earlier. 
World  egg  production,  based  on  reports  from  37  countries,  rose  2  percent 
in  1968  to  about  257  billion  eggs.    Production  in  the  United  States 
declined  slightly  to  69.3  billion  eggs.    Output  in  West  Germany  rose  by 
2  percent  to  lU.l  billion.    In  the  Netherlands  production  increased  by  5 
percent  to  3.9  billion  eggs,  reversing  the  downward  trend  of  the  k 
previous  years.    Output  also  increased  in  the  United  Kingdom  by  2  percent 
to  15.2  billion  and  in  Japan  by  6  percent  to  21^.7  billion.    Production  in 
Italy  declined  by  7  percent  to  9.7  billion. 

Trade  in  egg  products  in  I968  increased  by  28  percent  to  lh$  million  pounds 
compared  with  tlie  I967  level.    Japan,  Italy,  Switzerland,  and  the 
Netherlands  increased  their  imports  of  egg  products  substantially,  vdiile 
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in  Genaany,  Canada^  and  Austria  imports  declined.    Australia's  and 
Mainland  China's  shipments  of  egg  products  to  the  eight  major  markets » 
increased  by  53  percent  and  lid  percent,  respectively. 

Outlook 

Poultry  meat  production  in  l6  major  producing  countries  is  expected  to 
increase  during  1969  at  about  the  same  rate  as  during  the  previous  year. 
Trade  in  poultry  meat  is  expected  to  show  a  moderate  increase  over  the 
1966  level.    U.S.  poultry  meat  piroduction  is  expected  to  show  a  small 
increase  compared  with  the  previous  year,  with  both  chicken  and  turkey 
meat  showing  moderate  increases . 

World  egg  production  will  show  a  slight  increase  in  the  37  major  produc- 
ing countries.    The  import  market  for  eggs  also  is  expected  to  continue 
to  expand.    Sev^eral  major  egg  producing  countries  in  Europe  curtailed 
their  production  because  of  low  prices  and  may  have  to  import  eggs  to 
meet  consumption  requirements. 

Despite  the  continuing  arbitrary  application  of  high  import  levies  on 
turkeys  and  turkey  parts  by  the  EC,  U.S.  exports  of  turkey  parts  during 
1969  are  expected  to  be  about  the  same  as  in  I968.    Total  U.S.  exports 
of  chicken  meat  are  expected  to  be  up  in  I969  because  of  increased 
shiixaents  of  broilers  under  the  reactivated  export  payment  program  to 
Switzerland  and  larger  total  exports  of  chicken  parts.
